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Supplemental Allowance 

1 . This office action is in response to the IDS filed 20 January 2006. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-11 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest the claimed method, 
device, program product on a computer-readable medium which causes a computer 
system to execute a process comprising, among other things: measuring a position of a 
transmitter by processing a transmitter signal received by a plurality of receivers, the 
transmitter being attached at a predetermined point of a vehicle; calculating 
displacement of the transmitter by comparing the measured position with a reference 
position of the transmitter, the reference position being a position at which the 
transmitter is supposed to be when the vehicle is in normal state; and identifying 
damaged parts around the transmitter, based on the displacement of the transmitter. 

The prior art teaches a system composed of an emitter, mounted at various 
predetermined positions on the vehicle body, a plurality of receivers, the receivers 
measure the travel time of a pulse from the emitter to the receivers, and provides a 
comparison between the measured position data and a reference data, the reference 
data is provided by specification of the manufacturer or independently determined and 
inputted by the user. The comparison is either graphical or numerical form so the 
operator can determine the extent of damage or maintenance work. 
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However, none of the prior art of record either singularly or in combination 
teaches the claimed method and system. The prior art of record does not singularly or in 
combination teach wherein the system identifies damaged parts around the transmitter, 
based on the displacement of the transmitter.
